A Maine Industry. 
- 


If eiactly the right thing could be 


bit on, there vfonld be industries that 
Tvould make the agricultnrists, and con- 
sequently the other inhabitants of every 
state in the Union prosperous. 
The 


dairy cow did this for Iowa, The corn 
cannery is doing it for Maine. 


Corn wonld be tho last product one 


from a more sontherly state wonld ex- 
pect to bo profitable m Maine, since aa 
afield crop it will only occasionally ma- 
tnre at all, owing to early frosts. Yet 
the fact remains that, sere for acre, the 
Maine farmer makes more money ont of 
bis corn crop than the Illinois farmer 
does. Tho Illinois man raises corn for 
hogs, the Maine man raises it for can- 
ning. 


The corn canning industry is now 


practically in the hands of Maine men. 
About 80,000,000 two ponnd cans of 
sweet corn are pnt up there annually. 
If we shonld enter an African jungle, 
we should probably find an empty corn 
tin from Maine there. The business is 
thoroughly system)tized,eyen to the kind 
of corn the agriculturist plants. It is a 
sweet, smaV grained variety, which has 
been f onnd by experience the best for its 
purpose. The factory supplies this seed 
to the planter. Usually each man sows 
two or three acres. Connting all cost, 
the crop nets the farmer $60 to $70 the 
asre. 


The factory pays from 1 to 2 cents a 


pound for the com after it is cnt from 
the cob. The farmer has this ready mon- 
ey. He hauls the husks and cobs back 
boms and feeds them along with the 
leaves and stalks to his livestock. They 
are a valnable food. 


The advent of a corn cannery in a 


farming neighborhood is a sign of corn- 
ion tirndnfiritv to that community. 


Thero was an auction of silks in New 


Yoik city recently )n which goods to 
the value of $150,000 were disposed of. 
The notable feature of the sale was that 
most of the vast quantity of silk, 7,500 
pieces m all, was bought by southern 
merchants. The south is prospering to- 
day aa no other section of the conntry.

mate crops ore much more certain than 
they are in tho north. Its rast resources 
have not even been scratched over as

Your admirable troops have all deserved 
well of the country. 
France thanks 


you for the services you have rendered

You are appointed a grand offi 
cer of the Legion of Honor. Forward 
the names without delay of those you 
recommend for stewards, and the gov- 
ernment will propose to parliament 
that a medal be struck for distribution 
to your troops "

ENGLISH OF THE ENGLISH PEOPLfi. 


Some r«culiftrities That Strnck A Recent 


Amerlrau Vtgltor. 


One of tbe first sermons tbe spectator 


heard ou landing 111 England M as preach- 
ed m Westminster abbey. The iinpre«s- 
ivenesf of the abbey service is, by the 
vf ay, EOineu hat marred by the manner 
in which the crowd "crowds" the mon- 
uments, the women sitting on tho ped- 
estals and the men hanging their bats 
on the arms or auy other projections in 
sight. The preacher that evening was 
the Very Rev. De.tu of Ely. He gave an 
excellent sermon ou certain problems of 
modern thought, but all the w ay through 
he pronounced evolution "e"-volntion. 


The next evening the spectator was 


the guest of a well kuown London jour- 
nalist, a graduate of Cambridge, who 
also used the word evolution, pronounc- 
ing it also "e"-volntion. So odd a pro- 
nunciation might be set down, in the 
case of a Church of England clergyman, 
as one of those pulpit peculiarities of 
affectations—at least so they sound— 
•which those unaccustomed to them can- 
not escape noticing. 
This theory can 


hardly bo stretched to apply to a lay- 
niau, and a newspaper man at that, and 
eo the spectator asked his host if 
"e"-volution was the ordinary English 
pronunciation. The latter replied that 
he had never heard any other. 


The spectator thought that he had 


discovered a new Americanism. Con- 
Bolting various dictionaries ou his re- 
tnrn, the spectator changed his mind. 
Not one of them gave "e"-volntion as 
even a possible or alternate pronuncia- 
tion, not the Century, nor the Stand- 
ard, nor even Stormonth. Indeed, the 
last authority went so far the other way 
as to give ev-clve as the proper pronun- 
ciation of evolve. 
The spectator was 


thns driven to tho conclusion that the 
English are more independent of dic- 
tionaries than the Americans, are not 
constantly "looking up words, "as we 
are here, and accept tho oidiuary visage 
of the people with wborn they associate 
as authoritative, which wonld be a 
typical British way of settling almost 
any question. 


Au amnsing bit of art slang came to 


the spectator's attention—was, in fact, 
thrnst upon him—at this year's exhibi- 
tion of the Royal academy. 
The one 


comment, whether of admiration or Enr- 
prise, was the invariable phrase, "How 
very extr'ord'u'ry!" This was applied 
indiscriminately to any and every pic- 
ture, from a bit of realistic flesh paint- 
ing—usually, in Paris and Loudon 
alike, tbe back of some reclining woman 
with the reddest hair, which mnst be 
tbe latest fad with the realists—to one 
of Sargent's portraits, or a wonderful 
setting of many figures, such as Alma- 
Tadema's "Spring." It was extraordi- 
nary how tiresome the constant repe- 
tition of that phrase became after a sin- 
gle day at tho academy. 


But it was at the Royal mews, the 


stables of Buckingham palace, that tho 
spectator had impressed upon him how 
much importance attaches to a proper 
discrimination in tho use of English. 
The groom in attendance was a most 
impressive person, so very impressive 
from his cockade to his boots as to satis- 
fy completely one's ideal of statelinese 
iu even a humbler royal flunky. And 
ho "lived up to" his livery. His man- 
ner was dignity itself. Referring to the 
parade at Hyde park the day before, at 
which the spectator had been present, he 
asked the groom •whether any royalties 
had been "out riding" there that after- 
noon. "Oh, no, sir," replied that func- 
tionary, with freezing sarcasm. "Their 
royal highnesses and the ladies and gen- 
tlemen of tho conrt "ride1 in the morn' 
ing. They 'drive' in tbe afternoon." 
There may have been pievious occasions 
in the spectator's experience when he 
was equally crushed by the senpeof hav- 
ing used tho \viong word in the presence 
of a critical anthouty, bnt he failed to 
recall them then and he has failed to 
recall tLeru tiuce.—Outlook.
